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UVic house joins Christmas “tour” 

University House 1 is becoming a show home, at least for one day. 

On Dec. 14, thanks to the division of external relations, House 1 will be 
one of seven stops on the second annual ‘Artful Season’ tour of festive 
homes sponsored by the Needs of Victorians Society and the Victoria College 
of Art (VCA).

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Community call-in 
collects local feedback 


The phone calls trickled in at 
first, but they built to a steady 
stream by the end of UVic’s first 
community phone-in, Dec. 1. 

Over the course of the evening, 
62 callers contacted the university 
to praise, question, chastise, or 
pass along their suggestions about 
UVic programs, activities and 
policies. Ten UVic community 
leaders—including Board of 
Governors Vice-Chair Janet 
Erasmus, President Dr. David 
Strong and Vice President Aca¬ 
demic Dr. Penny Codding—were 
on hand to field calls from 
Greater Victoria residents during 
the two-hour session. 

The phone lines were also 
staffed by: Cled Thomas, adminis¬ 
trative registrar; Dr. Wes Koczka, 
dean of continuing studies; Sandra 
Guarascio, president, graduate 
students’ society; Rob Fleming, 
chair, UVic students’ society; Jerry 
Robson, executive director, 
facilities management; David 
Clode, acting executive director of 
student and ancillary services; 
and Jim Griffith, executive 


director, external relations. 

Those on the receiving end 
heard everything from requests 
for more evening and late after¬ 
noon courses, suggestions about 
more contact with the university’s 
neighbours, and concerns about 
impolite students, to comments 
about the way we treat applicants, 
complaints about difficulties in 
finding parking spots on campus, 
questions about our second 
language and English require¬ 
ments, the rationale for various 
policies, and whether we’re 
attempting to curtail non-native 
plants on campus. 

There were also suggestions for 
new on-line courses, a program on 
library use for the community, 
greater transportability between 
credit and non-credit programs, 
and new language courses. 

The callers represented a wide 
range of interests—parents and 
spouses of students, local resi¬ 
dents, business people, neighbours, 
alumni, retired people, and even 
someone from Nanaimo. 

One caller suggested students 


needed more practical experience, 
while another expressed concern 
that UVic is placing too much 
emphasis on co-op programs and 
training. And there were compli¬ 
ments: on courses, on the univer¬ 
sity’s programs, on student 
services, and on the willingness 
of faculty to make their expertise 
available to community groups. 
There were even offers of 
volunteer help. 

“I’m really pleased at the 
response,” says Strong. “We 
thought the phone-in would 
provide local residents with a 
good opportunity to tell us what 
they think. And they did. Now, 
we’ll take their comments, 
suggestions, and ideas, and look 
at where we should make 
changes.” 

“I want to thank all those who 
called in for taking the time to 
share their views with us, and the 
UVic people who answered the 
phones or served as resource 
people for the evening,” Strong

UVIC RESEARCHERTHRILLED 


“Spectacular natural 
laboratory” now protected 


Not too many people are happier 
than UVic marine biologist Dr. 
Verena Tunnicliffe with the federal 
government’s decision to conserve 
and protect two sites off of the B.C. 
coast. 

The Department of Fisheries and 
Oceans has named the Endeavour 
Hot Vents (250 km southwest of 
Vancouver Island) and the Bowie 
Seamount (180 km west of the 
Queen Charlotte Islands) as pilot 
marine protected areas. 

The Endeavour Hot Vents have 
been part of Tunnicliffe’s extensive 
studies of hydrothermal vents and 
the unique tubeworms and other 
life forms that live in the harsh 
ocean floor conditions. 

Endeavour is the largest and 
most biologically diverse example of 
hydrothermal activity on the Juan 
de Fuca Ridge and is one of the 
largest and best-known examples of 
the phenomenon in the world. 

The ridge is like a seam running 
between two portions of the Earth’s 
crust, the Pacific Plate and the Juan 
de Fuca Plate. Sea water filters 
through cracks in the ridge and 
becomes heated to more than 300°C 
by magma. The water is then 
ejected back into circulation 
through “black smokers,” carrying 
with it dissolved metals and 
minerals that support forms of sea 
life that were unknown before 
their discovery in the early 1980s 


by a team of researchers from the 
University of Washington. 

In July, the American Museum of 
Natural History contracted UW to 
recover parts of the large sulphide 
deposits for display and study 
purposes. 

Along with colleagues from the 
University du Quebec a Montreal 
and the University of Pennsylvania, 
Tunnicliffe established a biological 
observatory at Endeavour in 1994 
using the remote submersible 
ROPOS and other made-in-Canada, 
deep-sea technology. 

Tunnicliffe says the “spectacular 
natural laboratory” is not only 
home to rare sea life, but further 
studies of the rich ore deposits near 


such hydrothermal sites could help 
Canada lead the world in establish¬ 
ing guidelines for future marine 
mining activities. The Canadian 
mineral exploration industry has 
shown interest in sea floor sulfide 
research and its potential to aid 
exploration of ores on land. 
Sulphides from Endeavour have 
been examined for metal content 
and the site is not a candidate for 
mineral exploitation. 

The Bowie Seamount is an 
ancient subsea volcano that rises 
3,000 metres above the ocean floor. 
Its crest comes to within 20 metres 
of the surface, making it a rare 
shallow water habitat in offshore 
waters. 


Winter session enrolment 
is down—and up 


There are slightly fewer students at 
the University of Victoria this fall, or 
slightly more, depending on how you 
look at it. 

According to figures released 
recently by the office of institutional 
analysis, the undergraduate head- 
count fell by 1.5 per cent, or 297, to 
15,098 as of Nov. 1,1998. 

But if you look at full-time 
equivalents (FTE)—a figure based on 
the number of credit hours taken by 


each student—enrolment went up. 
Undergraduate winter session FTEs 
total 10,728, up by 1.2 per cent, or 129 
full-time students. The increase is 
due to students taking slightly 
higher course loads. 

Meanwhile, the number of 
graduate students has dropped by 
3.1 per cent, from 2,192 in fall 1997 to 
2,124 this semester. The drop is due to 
a change in registration policy for 
nearly completed graduate students.

adds. “Without their support and 
commitment to follow up on the 
calls, this initiative just wouldn’t 
have been possible.” 

“The response has convinced me 
that we should do this sort of thing 
more often,” he says. “It’s important 
for us to keep looking for opportu¬ 
nities to be directly in touch with 
Greater Victoria residents.” 

The Dec. 1 phone-in is part of a 
concerted effort by the university 
to reach out to Greater Victoria. 
Through the division of external 
relations, university officials have 


also been meeting with local 
business, media, community 
association and non-profit group 
representatives, as well as with 
individual students, alumni, 
university administrators and 
faculty members, to canvass their 
opinions about the job UVic is 
doing and to gather their sugges¬ 
tions and ideas. The result will be 
a series of recommendations to 
the university executive about 
steps that could be taken to 
broaden the university’s ties to 
the local community. 


SUBSTANCE ABUSE IN CHILDREN 

Cohesive family 
environment is critical, 
says UVic study 

Family Survey was the first one to 
do so by studying both biological 
families and adoptive families. 

From November 1994 to March 
1997 the researchers examined family 
influences on substance abuse 
patterns by using data gathered from 
more than 600 Vancouver families. 

In all, 128 adoptive families and 473 
biological families took part in the 
$430,000 study funded by Canada’s 
National Health Research and 
Development Program. 

“Parental care and monitoring 
seemed to play an important role in 
predicting offspring substance 
abuse and problem behaviours,” 
concludes the study. “Lower rates of 
adolescent substance use and 
problem behaviours were observed 
in families that were characterised 
as more caring and cohesive.” The 
effectiveness of families was 
undermined where there is alcohol 
abuse, states the study, leading to 
increased stress among family 
members and less effective 
parenting practices. 

“Our study confirms the effec¬ 
tiveness of parenting strategies used 
by programs such as STEP (System¬ 
atic Training for Effective 
Parenting) and PET (Parent 
Effectiveness Training),” says Barnes. 

“These methods look at improv¬ 
ing communication with children, 
using natural and logical conse¬ 
quence discipline and encouraging 
positive relationships with children. 
Our study also provides a more 
hopeful view of the world than if 
all behaviours were caused solely by 
genetics,” says Barnes.

In the nature versus nurture debate 
of child development, nurture just 
gained another point. 

A study of Vancouver families 
says a caring, cohesive family is 
important in preventing the 
development of substance abuse in 
children, and genetic predisposition 
-may be less important as a predic¬ 
tor of substance abuse than 
originally thought. 

These are among the results of 
the two-and-a-half year study 
conducted by principal investigator 
Dr. Gordon Barnes (child & youth 
care) on the relationships between 
aspects of the family environment 
and the development of substance 
abuse. 

The study also says that parents 
who are over-protective may be 
leading their children to drink. 

That is, the more the youth is over¬ 
protected, the more likely it will be 
that she or he will engage in heavy 
drinking. 

“What we found was that high- 
risk personality traits are higher in 
families that are providing less care 
and more coercive parenting-that 
includes heavy-handed disciplinary 
tactics and physical types of 
discipline,” says Barnes. “What is 
surprising is that the effect of the 
family environment is every bit as 
strong in adoptive families as in 
biological families.” 

Up until now, family socializ¬ 
ation studies haven’t included a 
control group to monitor the 
genetic effect. The Vancouver

Listen to the nurses, 
urge UVic nursing educators 


Nurses’ conditions of work must be 
improved if the health care system 
is to recruit and retain the nurses 
needed to care for British 
Columbians, say Drs. Paddy Rodney 
and Rosalie Starzomski, faculty 
members at the UVic school of 
nursing’s Lower Mainland campus. 

B.C. nurses recently agreed to 
return to work after strike action 
over staffing shortages and lack of 
health care funding. 

“When nursing students see the 
working conditions facing nurses, 
why would they want to enter the 
health care system?” says 
Starzomski, who adds that the 
province needs to do some re¬ 
source planning now to project the 


health system’s future require¬ 
ments for nurses, doctors and 
other health professionals. 

“It’s difficult to even pull 
together information about 
numbers of professionals working 
in the system because of the 
overtime worked by many persons 
and the fact that, for example, one 
nurse may be working in more 
than one facility. Tracking this 
information is a major challenge.” 

Rodney praises the nurses for 
“consistently taking the high 
moral ground” in their strike 
action and maintaining the focus 
of the dispute on inadequate 
staffing levels. “When you have 
appropriate health care teams, 


standards, and staffing, you start 
to see better patient outcomes 
which also creates monetary 
benefits. Current working condi¬ 
tions require nurses to be deployed 
in ways that are less and less 
ethical.” 

Both Rodney and Starzomski 
specialize in the ethics of nursing 
and health resource allocation and 
are practising members of ethics 
committees on Lower Mainland 
hospitals.

UVic radio station “makes noise” off-campus

It’s been on campus for 17 years, 
broadcasts from the student union 
building, and accepts funding from 
the University of Victoria’s student 
society, but CFUV FM102 is more 
than just a university radio station. 

The station has listeners across 
Greater Victoria, and is picked up 
on cable from Whistler to Washing¬ 
ton State. More than half of the 150 
volunteers who keep it on the air 
are not students. And Offbeat 
Magazine, CFUV’s listings guide, is 
delivered to outlets across Vancou¬ 
ver Island and the Lower Mainland. 

“We want to avoid the term 
college radio,” says CFUV manager 


volunteers are active in the local 
community and, adds Thyvold, they 
come to the station because they’re 
passionate about the music. 

Amanda Heffelfinger, who 
presents world music on the 
station, agrees. She was busy 
raising children when she started 
at the station four years ago. “CFUV 
gives someone like me, with an 
offbeat taste in music, a chance to 
play and learn about the music I 
love. I can’t think of anywhere else 
in Victoria I could do that.” 

And the wider community does 
listen, Heffelfinger adds. “My doctor 
told me he’d heard me on the 
radio,” she laughs. 

During the station’s recent fund

Magnus Thyvold. “We think of 
ourselves as a campus-based 
community radio station,” he adds. 

For Thyvold this means reflect¬ 
ing the diversity of the wider 
community through a variety of 
programs and presenters. “People 
expect student radio to be full of 
extreme music and views, but that’s 
oftly a small part of what we do,” 
he says. “So many of our presenters 
come from off-campus that we 
have a much broader perspective, 
with shows from blues to folk to 
classical.” 

Many of CFUV’s off-campus 


drive, which raised a record- 
breaking $20,100, there were calls 
from across Greater Victoria, 
including one from an office at the 
legislature saying that CFUV is “on 
all the time down here.” 

This kind of community 
support doesn’t surprise Thyvold, 
who says that in a recent survey 
by UVic marketing students of 400 
randomly selected radio listeners 
across Victoria, 17 per cent said 
they listen to CFUV at least once a 
week. “That’s a very healthy 
figure for a small station like 
ours,” he says, adding that CBC’s

figure in the same survey was 
around 35 per cent. 

The arrival of the new CBC 
station in Victoria has had little 
impact on CFUV, says Thyvold. 
“What we do here is completely 
different from the CBC.” 

According to Heffelfinger, that’s 
why CFUV is so important. “There 
is more attention paid to non¬ 


mainstream ideas and voices at 
CFUV, and we have much more 
local coverage than the CBC.” 

Thyvold, though, is not compla¬ 
cent. “It’s always a challenge to 
make sure people know we’re here, 
and there are still some misconcep¬ 
tions about CFUV,” he says. “Our 
diverse programming can have a 
downside because we don’t have an 


easy slogan that represents what 
we do. We’re not just a rock station, 
and we’re not just a jazz station.” 

CFUV FM102 broadcasts 24 
hours a day on 101.9 FM, 104.3 FM 
cable, and on RealAudio via their 
Web site <http://cfuv.uvic.ca>.

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Special collections acquires 
papers of celebrated Canadian poet

Special collections at the UVic 
libraries has acquired a valuable 
collection of manuscripts and 
correspondence by Audrey Brown, 
one of Canada’s leading poets of the 
1930s and ’40s. 

Brown, who died Sept. 20 in 
Victoria, was featured in the 
“Passages” column in the Times 
Colonist in October and, while 
reading it, special collections 
librarian Chris Petter took note of 
the final paragraph mentioning that 
Brown’s sister, Wilma, was searching 
for a suitable home for Audrey’s 
original manuscripts. 

Petter contacted Wilma Brown, 
who subsequently agreed to donate 
the materials to UVic. The first 
instalment of the donation arrived in 
two small leather suitcases full of 
meticulously ordered manuscript 
pages in tiny, orderly handwriting. 
Among the materials are unpub¬ 
lished works, including the manu¬ 
scripts and illustrations for two 
children’s books. The family is 
examining a further box of corre¬ 
spondence and other material for 
items of personal interest before 
passing it along to UVic. 

Brown was born in Nanaimo in 
1904. She was an avid reader and 
self-taught, except for four years of 
formal schooling. She started writing 
poetry at age six and was first 
published at age 16. She won 
national acclaim for her first book of 
poems, A Dryad in Nanaimo, 
published in 1931. 

Like Emily Carr, Brown was

“discovered” by a member of the 
eastern establishment, professor 
Pelham Edgar, and her fame spread 
rapidly. Among her admirers were 
Prime Minister Robert Borden, who 
sent her a cheque to buy a type¬ 
writer, and Queen Mary, wife of 
George V. 

Brown won the memorial gold 
medal of the Canadian Women’s 
Press Club in 1936, the Lome Pierce 
gold medal of the Royal Society of 
Canada for her contribution to 
Canadian literature-the youngest 
person and first woman to receive 


the honour—and the Order of 
Canada in 1968. 

UVic English professor Kim Blank, 
a distant relative of Brown, is 
interested in studying the collection, 
and expressions of scholarly interest 
have come from elsewhere as well. 
By spring ’99, Chris Petter hopes to 
have a full finding aid available on 
the special collections literature 
gateway page at chttp:// 
uviclib.uvic.ca/spcoll/Lit.html>. 



Dr. Geoffrey O’Grady, professor 
emeritus (linguistics), has been 
honoured by the Australian National 
University in Canberra for his pioneer¬ 
ing work in Australian linguistics. A 
special 400-page edition of Pacific 
Linguistics has been published by the 
ANU Research School of Pacific and 
Asian Studies. Its title, BOUNDARY 
RIDER - Essays in Honour of Geoffrey 
O’Grady ; refers to the time O’Grady 
spent early in his linguistic career 
working as a jackaroo in the northwest 


Australian outback. For six years during 
the mid-1950s he lived in close contact 
with the Nyangumarda-speaking 
Aborigines at Wallal Downs, learning to 
speak the language well. O’Grady spent 
nearly 30 years as a member of UVic’s 
faculty and has been instrumental in 
the study of Australian languages. 

Dr. Andrew Weaver (earth & ocean 
sciences) is featured in a series of 
award-winning print ads appearing this 
fall in The Globe and Mail Report on 
Business Magazine, the Financial Post 
Magazine, and Les Affaires The ad 
campaign is designed to show Canadians 
how they and Canada’s economy have 
benefited from investments in research 
by the Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council. The Weaver ad focuses 
on his research on global warming and 


climate change. It won an award from 
the Advertising and Sales Association of 
Ottawa last June.

Dr. Jim Hackler (sociology) is this year’s 
recipient of the Herbert Bloch Award 
from the American Society of Criminol¬ 
ogy (ASC).
